— Speciil des- 
patches to the Petersburg Express, dated Knox- 
ville, May 2d, pa} : “The enemy attacked Cum- 
berland Gap in large force on Tuesday about 
noon. The last attack they charged up to tho 
breastwork]. The enemy's loss was 160 killed 
and 400 wound ad; our loss, 17 killed and 30 
wounded. The last repulse was effectual, when 
the Yankees skedaddled. 

“The Federate bavo been reinfjrced by eight reg- 
iments. and have completed a floating bridge 
across Cumberland river, General Morgan com- 
manding. It is believed that they will attempt 
to make a Hank movement, for which our forces 
are propared. There is no other news here.” 

We rather presume this information is of the 
canard order, for we agree with the Mad’s ra 
Courier, that while we do not know of any rebel 
General who is cot at this time in a light place, 
we think Gen. F. Kirby Smith is in a more terri- 
ble situation than any other commander. His 
headquarters are at Knoxville, in the midst of a 
bitterly hostile paople, whom he has spared no 
pains to on-rage in every conceivable manner.

The 
m n who bay these bands at these prices aro not 
the hot-blooded, tho impulsive, the adventurous 
They are chiefly the coolest, the bc3t calculating, 
the most ciutious capitalists in the country. 
What influences their? Not pit riot ic ardor, 
i or spirit of self-eac.ifice — these things are no 
longer called for; but the sober conviction that 
their money cannot be more wisely and securely 
invested. And this all comes from the fact that 
the government has their abjolute confidence 
They have entire faith in its stabili'}; and con- 
sider that the whole future is ntd.r pledge for the 
redemption of its obligations. They feel sure 
that the taxation, though not yet in existence, is 
sure to comr; and that the peoph will meet it to 
any necessary extent. They have not the slight- 
est misgiving about either the ability- or the dis- 
position. ‘ What must the monarchies of Europe 
tbink of a government resting eolely upon tbt 
popular will, that commands such supreme con- 
fidence. The Old World is now daily getting 
lessons of the latent power of free institutions, 
that it has never before tven so much as dreamed 
of.

Broken down, tired out, and dropped behind to 
recuperate in inglorious ease, while the strong, 
hearty regiment continues its march to a pros- 
pective fight and consequent glory, 1 do not feel 
in the pleasantest vein of humor to day, while 
ihe sun shines so brightly and the birds sing so 
sweetly and the mountain breeza tempers the 
boat of the tun so mildly, and all togotker ad- 
monish “Onward! onward!” It’s like captivity 
and would be most irksome, but the presence of 
dear woman in her loveliest eba racter lends a 
beauty to Ihe rcene and gives a charm to the 
life that divests it of most of its horrors. Woman 
as the nurse of sick soldier* can be appreciated by 
the citizens of Louisville fully, for they have per- 
fect Florence Nightingales among them, but the 
mountain air can boast of women fully as good 
if not so many of them, and I, your correspon- 
dent, can fully testify to at least. one family of 
them. For almost two week* mjself and a fel- 
low soldier have been lying with the fever at 
the house of Mrs. Amanda Baugh, tha widowed 
mother of two Union soldier?, and the universal 
fitend of all of them. To her and her interesting 
family 1 would return those sincere thanks of my 
friend and myself that our tongue fails to do. 
We are now, however, if it will be interesting to 
know it, better, able to get aronnd, and will soon 
rejoin the regiment, we hope In time for the 
great fight. 

We receive nearly every day word by passing 
s ip; ly-trains of how matters are going on at the 
Cumberland Fcrd, and all the rumor j current 
there in regard to the daings at the Gap. Every 
one concurs in the statement ttat there is to be a 
tremendous tight necessary to take it, as they 
have the strongest intrenchmeuts that have yet 
been occupied by the rebel troops, and are de- 
termined to make a stand, for the occupation of 
the pLce by Federals would cut off all communi- 
cation between Richmond and the army of the 
rebels in Mis-issippi by the quickest and most 
convenient route, ’fwas said that Gen. Smith, 
the rebel commander there, sent a braggadocio 
message to Gen. Morgan, who is commanding on 
our rids, that he would defend the place until 
every one of his men, and himself, too, were num- 
bered among the killed. Morgan coolly replied 
that when he attacked the place he would take it 
or all of his men, and himself, too, would be num 
bared among the dead. I don't know much about 
Smith s character, but, from all accounts, Morgan 
means what he says when be talk » that way. It’s 
more likely Smith’s defiant style, like Buckner’s 
black flag, was gotten up merely fer show, and 
will not, in the end, prevent an unconditional 
surrender. 

Near the Gap, Morgan ha* engineers and miners 
working every day, as he is trying to plant a 
strong battery on a point that overlooks the one- 
ray completely, and every day there are advances 
made ia the work. They have been reinforced 
lately by the Wisconsin battery that was s<journ- 
ing in the fair ground at Louisville through the 
winter, and as it ia composed of splendid Parrott 
guns, and is snppcscd to bo the best battery out 
here, it very )ik*ly will be the one posted on the 
mountain. I do not know what ottier batteries 
are cut there now, but the following i^a complete 
list of the regiments there.

There are throe Brigadiors there; General 
Morgan, Carter, and Spear?, and as there will be 
a brigade or two more than they can manage, 
there may bo some chance for deserving Colonels 
who aspire higher. I do not koow that he would 
desire it, but I do know that there cau be no one 
more deserving of that honor than Colonel 
Lind*oy, of the 22J Kentucky, and that none can 
bsar the honor mors gracefully than he, or with 
more credit to himself and satisfaction to the 
country. Ho i* ycung, energetic, and brave, has 
passed one of the severest campaign* of the war, 
on Big Sandy, with great credit, and is consider- 
ed one of the best tacticians in Kentucky. He 
graduated with the highest honors at the Ken- 
tucky Military Institute, was a captain in the 
State Guard as long as that association remained 
loyal, and one of the first in the fieli when the 
sons of Kentucky were aroused by the claiion 
shout, “Toarme!” He is, in short, an efficient 
officer, and the giving to him of a biigada would 
redound more to the credit of the country than it 
would add to his own personal gratification. 

Whsn I reach tho ford I will be better able to 
give yon more detailed accounts of the proceed- 
ings there, and as they have a telegraph in oper- 
ation now as far a3 Barbonrsville, 1 will try aud 
tdegraph the most important news to you: al- 
ways, of course, providing that a military neces- 
sity don’t stand in the way.

Every member of my family, old enough to ap 
predate the horrors of this infernal rebellion, 
despises the so-called Omferieracy and the un 
principled villi ans who inaugurated it. Tbe only 
difference between mo and them is, that I cl^'m 
lo be capable of fle*pi*ing the wicked concern and 
all connected with originating it with moretedeme 
hatred than they can!

ard upon bit Cabinet ard army officers, to say 
how long they will suffer a loyal people, true to 
the Union and to the Government of their fath- 
er?. to suffer in this wav! The Union men of 
East Tennessee are large 1 }' in the majority — say 
three to one — but they have no arraf; they are in 
the jails of the country; they are working on 
rebel fortifications like slaves under th i lath, a* d 
n * Federal force has ever yet been march.d into 
tbit cppretsHl and down trodd.n country. Ljt 
th » Government, if it has any regard for its obli- 
gations, redesm that country at once, and liber- 
ate these people, no matter at what cost of blotd 
and treasure. 

They have suffered these outrages for the last 
twelve months, and are now desponding, nay, 
despairing of any relief. Let an army — “a ter- 
rible army with banners” — go at once into East 
Tennessee, acd back up the loyal citizans, while 
the latter shoot an 1 hang their persecutors 
wherever they can find them. I waDt an army 
to serve for me as a forerunner — a sort cf John 
the Baptist in the wilderness, so that I may go 
back with a new press, type, and paper, and res- 
urrect my Union journal, and tell one hundred 
thousand subscribers weekly what is going on 
up^n the borders of civilization. 

In conclusion, I return mv most sincere thanks, 
and tbank9 and gratitude of my persecuted fami- 
ly, to Lieutenant Rpeed, the rebel officer who had 
them in charge, for the kind, courteous, anfl gen- 
tleman-like treatment they received at his hand*, 
in protecting them against the insults of seces 
sion blackguard*, seeing after their baggage and 
turning them over to Gen. Wool, at Fortress 
Monroe. The gentlemanly instincts of a Whig 
and Methcdist have not been crushed out in this 
true-hearted Virginian, by the incurable disease 
of secession.

THE ADVANCE ON NEW ORLEANS ^OFFICIAL 
REPORT OF GENERAL BUTLER— THE CAT 
TURK OF BILOXI AND PA8S CHRISTIAN. 
Headquarters DHr’r of the Golf,) 
Ship Island, April 13. f 
To the Secretary of War: 

Sir: I have tho boner to report my safe arri- 
val at Ship Ulacd on the 21 *t of March, after a 
series ( f C£.sualtie?, pet forth in my last report 
from Port Royal to the General commanding the 
army, but f oo* there no further accident. 

For three days after my arrival a s'orm pre- 
vented the landing < f either troops or stores. 
Upon consul- at ion with flag-officer Farragnt, I 
was informed by him that he would probably be 
able to move in seven days. 

Accordingly, by dint of the most strenuous la- 
bor of my iroops day and night, J fi a d embarked 
and ready for embarkation 6,000 of my b-st men 
to support bis operations, a force judged to be puf- 
ficient for ihe advance, to be at once supported 
by the iemainder of my disposable force. After 
waiting four days with troops on shipboard, 1 
learned from tho flag officer that storms and low 
water at the bar had prevented his getting bis 
ship into position. For sanitary reason* I dis- 
embarked trcop*, and shall re-embark to morrow, 
aud shall sail for tbe Hoad of the Passes, when I 
am informed that Ihe navy will be ready for ope- 
rations. 

I have pleasure in roporting the safe arrival of 
all the troops assigned to this department. Tho 
last regiments from tho North arrived last night, 
the Connecticut 13th Volunteers, except Nitn’s 
Battery, the only drilled corps of artillery given 
me, which had, for some unexplained reason, 
been detained at Fortress Monroe. During ray 
enforced delay bv shipwreck, Gen. Phelpa had 
sent away both the Constitution and Fulton 
steamers, so that I am much crippled for trans- 
portatioc; but “whore there is a will there ii a 
way,” and 1 shall be able by means ( f sailing ves- 
sels undor tow, to mak* my way up the Missis- 
sippi. 

But for ulterior movements on the coast, one, 
at least, of these steamers will be of the last 
necessity, as well as several light draft steamers 
for which I had made requisitions on the Quarter- 
master-General. In the meantime 1 fiave eent 
a regiment ard a section of a battery, under tho 
direction of Major Armstrong, my Chief of Staff, 
to co operate with the Navy, to demand an apol- 
ogy for an insult to our fl»g of true**, sent on an 
errand of mercy with a ship- wrecked passenger, 
a* well as to destroy the position of a regiment of 
the enemy at Pass Christian. This service was 
gallantly psifjrmtd, and the proper apology made 
at Biloxi. 

The town surrendered into our hand?, and the 
rebels at Pass Cbri tiar, an equal force and frur 
pieces of artillery, driven from their camp, which, 
wits its materials, was burned. No lives wore 
lost, and only two of our men were wounded. I 
trust my next despatch, by the first opportunity 
of sending by a mail steamer, will give an ac- 
count i f a large acd as successful an operation 
I think it due to the good conduct of the brave 
men of that expedition to ask to have published 
the general order upon the sul j ct inclosed. 

I have the honor to be, very respectfully, your 
obedient servant, BENJ.

Advantages of Deep Draining. — At a 
late meeting of the Surrey Agricultural Socie- 
ty, Mr. Butcher, a leading agriculturist, on 
receiving a prize for the best practical results 
from draining, made the following remarks: 

Entering upon an explanation of his plan of 
drainage, he avowed himself to bo a deep 
drainer, and to have been so fjr the last thirty 
years. He remembered to have been laughed 
at for placing a main drain thirteen feet deep. 
In the place where he had carried on his oper- 
ations, the surface drainage had been attempt- 
ed by one after another most unsuccessfully, 
but tbe needs still remained just the same, and 
could not be cured. He, however, having 
plenty of energy, and the owner placing at his 
disposal plenty of money, he had succeeded in 
restoring an estate which had been represented 
as irreclaimable. He felt pleased* that he had 
succeeded, became the old men of the day gone 
by were unable to find out tbe secret. lie 
found it out thus; that while others were con- 
tent with mere surface drains, he dug deeper 
and deeper until he came down to the springs. 

He made a deep main drain, while his gen- 
eral drainage was about four feet, though on 
coming into the farm he found his neighbors 
drainage about two feet. lie felt that the land 
be had drained was drained efficiently, lie 
advised that i icd should not be draiued in 
small portionf, an 1 with furrow*-; but eveu in 
a clay soil, to allow tbe moisture to pass 
quickly through, as if through a colander, 
without leaving any of it to adhere to the sar- 
nce. If the water was required to bd carried 
off the surface, it must be done by ploughing on 
a flat surface, and whatever draining was done 
on stiff land w as required to be done deep On 
meadow land it was necessary to be careful, 
and to drain on a proper s\stem, with the 
drains not too closely connected; always keep- 
ing one consideration in mind — not to study 
an artificial position, but to take nature’; sur- 
face; and as nature makes the fall of the laud, 
let the workmen take the cut. 



The Tax on Dogs. — In view of the fact 
that the tax bill before Congress imposes an 
annual tax of one dollar a bead on dogs, a 
Missouri paper remark?: 

One dog to each family in the United States 
would be a very moderate computation. This 
would give us in round numbers probably 
8,000,000 dogs, each of which consumes an- 
nually food sufficient to raise a pig worth a 
dollar. The cost, therefore, of feeding the 
dogs in tho United States is $8,000,000, which 
amount may bo considered nearly, it Dot quite, 
a dead loss to the nation. 

A much more important question tc con- 
sider, however, is how many millions of dol- 
lars are annually lost by tho sheep and other 
domestic animals killed by dogs. This ques- 
tion cannot bo solved until the attention of 
the census-takers or the assessors shall bo di- 
rected to the matter. Ohio has already made 
the experiment, and it was found that the loss 
iu that State, of sheep killed and injured by 
dozsinlSGl, amounted in value to $96, 795 95. 

Extensivo wool- growers in some portions of 
the country, who keep choice breeds, have es- 
timated their individual losses by dogs at sev- 
eral thousands of dollars annually, notwith- 
standing the utmost care to prevent them. The 
havoc made by a single dog,which has become 
addicted to sheep- killing, is astonishing, and 
when two or three such dogs associate for their 
work,, as often happens, one or two vifcits will 
be sufficient somerimes to destroy a large flock 
of sheep. 

Still mem important injury which tbe 
country sustains by dogs remains to bo con- 
sidered. Thousands of farmers have aban- 
doned raising sheep on account of their de- 
struction by dogs. Others, in nearly all places, 
are deterred from engaging to any considerable 
extent in this most important and profitable 
branch of husbandry for tho same reason. Of 
the great loss which the country sustains in 
this way there can be no doubt. Tho number 
of sheep in many of the older States has been 
largely decreasing annually. Those States are 
now waking up to the importance of adopting 
measures to decrease the number of dogs, and 
for obtaining a revenue from them to remune- 
rate sheep owners for their losses. Under 
these circumstances we have becomo large im- 
porters of woollen goods, and oven wool. In- 
stead of drawing on factories of our own for a 
supply of clothing for our immenso army, we 
were obliged to import from Europe. 

lo the West there is everything to favor, 
and nothing except dogs to prevent producing 
immense quantities of wool, and producing it 
very cheaply. We have also every facility for 
manufacturing it in our midst. Such manu- 
factories would increase our population, and 
w'ould consurao a large proportion of our sur- 
plus graia and provisions, which now have to 
seek distant markets at a loss.

From General Banks’s Column — General 
Jackson has escaped us. The anaconda which 
was to have embruced him within its coils has not 
proved sufficiently swift in its movements for the 
rapid fugitive. With the ?m allest possible 
amount of baggage, many of bis tents, and much 
of his camp equipage, having been sent on in ad 
vance of him, he is able to retreat more rapidly 
on the approach of the Federal forces than it is 
possible for us to pursue. He is gooe, unless 
some extraordinary movement should be made, 
or, with bis forces increased by large reinforce 
ments, he should choose to make a stand and 
fight. 

He left the valley turnpike at Harrisonburg, 
turned eistward with Li* army, crossed th* 
Shenandoah at Elk Run, aud ia now half way up 
the mountain beyond, at the gap through which 
the turnpike leads to Gordonsville. 1 saw his 
camp there to day, twenty miles distant from my 
point of observation, which was upon the summit 
of a peak of the Massanattan range, six or seven 
miles from this place. 

The smoke from his fires was plainly visible to 
the naked eye, but by the aid of a powerful glass 1 
could clearly distinguish aod count the number of 
tents which still remained wi'h him, acd bad not 
been sent forward with the principal part of his 
baggage. 

He i* now thirty miles only from Gordonsville, 
and upon a road which presents no impediment to 
his progress. No* a sign of a rebel, scout, or 
picket could be found throughout the valley, 
which was scoured thoroughly with our glasses, 
exploring every road in its course among the hills 
and valleys below us.

Senator Sherman, of Ohio, in the course 
of a debate on the confiscation bill several 
days ago, made this somewhat remarkable 
assertion : 

A confiscation bill is purely a military measure. 
It can only be j usi ified, if it la a proper and neces- 
sary measure, in prosecuting war. A rebellion so 
formidable as this is a civil war, and must be sub- 
dued by opea war. P/oseculions for treason are 
civil remedies, after war is over, enforced by 
courts, Juries, witnesses, and all the incidents of 
legal trial. The Constitution surrounds such a 
trial with numerous safeguards. It must be by 
due process of law; it must be in a state or dis- 
trict previously ascertained by law; it must be by 
a jury; it must be upon indictment found by a 
grand jury; the witnesses must be examined in 
open oourt; and the punishment cannot extend to 
a forfeiture of estate beyond the life of the ac- 
cused. It is, therefore, manifest that if confisca- 
tion is a civil remedy, every measure proposed is 
unconstitutional. 

But it is not a civil remedy. It is war. It is 
war against an open foe in arms. It is to be 
tested by the laws of war, by the law of force. 
We kill our enemies without trial; we enter npon 
tbeirlencr; we destroy tbelr property; we commit 
numerous acts unjustifiable except by the laws 
of war. We punish without conviction. To test 
the constitutionality of this act by tbe safeguards 
preccribed for the citizen, would be as ridiculous 
as to inveke a Jury before you kill your enemy in 
battle. 

Now, Senator Sherman in this assertion 
places himself between tbo horns of a dilem- 
ma. If confiscation as presented in tho pend- 
ing bills is a civil remedy, which the Senator 
denies, he admits that it is unconstitutional; 
trat if it is a war measure, which he asserts, 
nobody denies that it violates the rules of 
civilized warfare, which exempt private prop- 
erty on land from confiscation. Therefore, the 
policy, whether it be deemed a civil remedy or 
a war measure, and it must be one or the 
other, is, according to the Senator's own show- 
ing, unlawful and indefensible. And such is 
the incontestable truth. 

But this scheme of confiscation, regarded as 
a war measure, violatea^not only the rules of 
civilized warfare, but the dictates of common 
prudence. It is impolitic as wdll as unlawful. 
It it absurdly impolitic. Wo confess the fea- 
ture Af this entire discussion which has seemed 
most inexplicable to us is tho honest belief of 
some rational men that the fulmination of a 
law of confiscation would contribute to the 
triumph of our arms. How any rational man 
can honestly believe this we cannot compro- 
hend. The belief assumes that what at best 
must remain void until our arms shall triumph 
will nevertheless promote their triumph. It 
inverts and confounds the necessary order of 
tilings. It is literally preposterous. 

Consider, in this point of view, the opera- 
tion of Mr. Trumbull’s confiscation bill, for 
example, which confiscates tho property 
and frees the slaves of all found in 
arms against the Union or giving aid 
and comfort to the rebellion. How, in the 
name of human reason, could this measure 
contribute to the triumph of our arms? The 
assumption of the friends of the measure is 
that the rebels would instantly lay down their 
arms and withdraw their aid and comfort for 
fear of being impoverished by the federal 
government 1 Do these shallow mor- 
tals really imagine that the rebels are more 
afraid of the federal government, which is not 
now in reach of them, than they are of the 
revolutionary government, which stands be- 
tween them and the federal government, with 
the power actually to inflict the punishmont 
which as yet tho other can only threaten? 
The assumption is irrational in the last de- 
gree. It is utterly ridiculous. 

The effect would prove exactly the contrary 
in a terrible degree. The fear of being im- 
poverished by tho revolutionary government 
would prevent the rebels from laying down their 
arms and withdrawing their aid and comfort, 
on the one hand, while, on the other, having 
thus unavoidably incurred the penalty de- 
nounced against them by the federal govern- 
ment, the fear of being impoverished by that 
would stimulate them to oppose its triumph 
with the energy of despair. Furthermore, 
this powerful stimulus would be heightened in- 
definitely by the conviction that the measure 
was in fact nothing more or less than the 
guilty scheme of abolition the apprehension of 
which hurried them into rebellion at first. 
The measure, instead of promoting the tri- 
umph of our arms, would thus promote with 
fearful vigor the triumph of the rebellion. 

But this is not ail. The measure would not 
merely render the suppression of the rebellion 
more difficult, involving the criminal expendi- 
ture of treasure and of blood, but it would 
surround with fresh if not insuperable embar- 
rassments tho re-establishment of the Union. 
It would dangerously complicate the mighty 
problem in loth its civil and its military 
aspect. In short, it would prove a formidable 
blow to the hopes of patriots. 

Such is a faithful outline of the practical 
operation of Mr. Trumbull’s bill; and the 
same is true proportionately of every other 
pending bill of the class. They are all sim- 
ply instruments of national destruction. They 
are war measures that in this mortal struggle 
aid the enemy and cripple onrselves. And 
such in a greater or less degree must bo the 
character of every confiscation bill designed 
as a war measure; for tho proper office of con- 
fiscation, with due respect to Senator Sher- 
man, is civil not military, the punishment of 
crime and the encouragement of virtue not 
the winning of victories in the field. And 
this for the simple reason that confiscation 
cannot be carried into effect until victory is 
won. 

Tho true course, in our judgment, is to put 
down the rebellion by tbe plain strong arm, 
break up aud disperse the revolutionary power, 
re-assert the authority of the government, 
and, then, when we are clearly in a situation 
to protect the rebol citizen if he returns to his 
allegiance, we may wisely as we'l as rightfully 
denounce confiscation against him if he con- 
tumaciously refuses to return. In this way, 
confiscation, properly guarded and constitu- 
tionally administered, may promote the re- 
establishment of the Union; but in no other. 
Io any other way, confiscation can serve only 
to gratify the spirit of vengeance, while pro- 
longing and embittering the strife of brethren. 

There is profound wisdom in Senator Colla- 
mer’s remarks on this head. “But the first thing 
to be observed,” he said in his recent speech in 
the Senate, “is, that, however legislation may 
take place, nothing can be practically done on 
that point until tho insurrection as an armed 
insurrection is put down, suppressed, for then 
alone is it that your law can really operate. 
The plans which different gentlemen have pre- 
sented all look to that. None of them in any 
of their essential and leading purposes can be 
carried into effect in any way until we possess 
the country. They are not means to that end 
— the end of suppressing the armed rebel- 
lion; they are only to take effect after 
the armed rebellion is suppressed, for that 
must bp done in order to put such a law into 
operation; "and the question is, can we legis- 
late now wisely, discreetly, advisedly, in such 
^^^ha^i^Iaw may be put in operation 



misgivings about that. I cannot but agree 
with 6ome suggestions that foil from tho hon- 
orable Senator from New York [Mr. Harris] 
the other day. Events are rapidly transpir- 
piring, circumstances take place in the course 
of a week, perhaps, which will call for new 
forms of legislation or supersede those we may 
now think pretty well advised, and I cannot 
but think that we are losing nothing, if we 
mean to act with discretion on this point, by 
witnessing the progress of events.” In these 
views we entirely concur. They are sagacious, 
statesmanlike, and manly. They cannot fail 
to exort a salutary influence upon congress. 

«-The rapid retreat of the rebels upon 
their quaking capital has given rise to many 
theories as to their ultimate intentions. We 
think with the New York Journal of Com- 
merce that their movements indicate that they 
will abandon Virginia and seek refnge in tho 
Gulf States. There, says our contemporary, 
they hope for the aid of summer fevers, and 
possibly they entertain the idea that by con- 
centrating forces at one and another point they 
may overpower our armies of occupation at 
different places on the Southern coast. But of 
this there is no very great probability. The 
retreat from Virginia will result in the aban- 
donment of their cause by large numbers if 
not all of their Virginia troops. In the 
whole of this war the feeling of State citi- 
zenship has been uppermost in the Southern 
mind. The people have no attachment to the 
Sonthern Confederacy as a Government or a 
nation, and it will be very difficult to persuade a 
Virginian that he is fighting for the Old Domin- 
on, when he is in a Southern State and Vir- 
ginia is occupied by the armies of the United 
States. Tho same is true, and will prove true 
we have no doubt, of oach of the States in 
succession. North Carolina will be in the 
Union within a brief time after Virginia is 
abandoned, and Eastern Tennessee will no 
longer be under the compulsion to which she 
is now subject. Louisiana is practically ours 
by the occupation ot New Orleans, and tho re- 
sources of the retreating army of the rebellion, 
or reinforcements as well as snpplies, will be 
cut off more and more as each successive State 
is recovered. It was easy to persuade Geor- 
gians aud South Carolinians to fight in Vir- 
ginia, for tho frontier of the United States 
was considered by them as beyond Virginia, 
and they were keeping back the war from their 
own States. But it will be very different when 
Virginians are invited to fight in the Gnlf 
States and abandon their own homes. 

But will tbe great army of Yorktown re- 
treat Southward? It is hardly probable that 
McClellan will let them have time for it. He 
will doubtless scatter them before his hosts. 
He is already on their rear guard. If they 
fall back on Richmond they will be there sur- 
rounded and annihilated or captured en masse. 
If thoy retire toward the North Carolina Une, 
by way of Petersburg, they will be overtaken, 
and compelled to turn and give battle, or 
break up and scatter never to be gathered 
again. The component parts of the army are 
so diverse and heterogeneous, that demorali- 
zation once commencing will bo rapid and al- 
most total. That a great tendency toward 
such demoralization already exists among 
them is sufficiently plain. Tbo conduct 
of the soldiers as reported, and tho 
whole account of their general discipline, 
indicate it. Such facts as the barbar- 
ous concealment of torpedoes in abandoned 
stores and carpet bags, indicate, instead of an 
army held together by a high moral principle, 
rather a horde of men growing infuriate from 
defeat, and resorting to the lowest means of 
revenge. Such men cannot remain in an 
army, cannot bo kept in order while on a re- 
treat. Since Mannassas yielded to the strate- 
gy of McClellan, the military experiment has 
been tried and the total inability of the rebell- 
ion to sustain itself by force of arms is proved 
beyond a doubt. Tho appeal to arms has re- 
sulted in judgment for tho Union. Tho hour 
for the President to display his ability in ral- 
lying Southern men to the Union, and oponiug 
a way to make the war end in the glorions 
triumph of the feovernmeut over the hearts as 
well as over the armies of the South, is rapidly 
approaching. 

I shall ppeodily and severely punish aDj psrson 
or persons who shall commit such outrages as 
were witnessed yesterday, bv armed men firing 
upon helplus women and children for airing ex 
prurion to their pteaiure at witnessing the old flag. 

Commodore Farragut said this in his letter 
to the Mayor of New Orleans. The Mayor, in 
his reply, did not deny that helpless women 
and children had been fired on for giving ex- 
pression to their pleasure at the sight of the 
old flag. Of course the fact was as the Com- 
modore stated it, and it illustrates strikingly 
the character of the New Orleans rebels. 
Com. F. says that he will speedily and severe- 
ly punish those who shall commit such out- 
rages in future, but most certainly it is his duly 
to shoot or hang all who were concerned in that 
outrage. 

Such atrocity, as the Philadelphia Press 
says, almost exceeds belief. At the very mo- 
ment when, in spite of the reiterated boasts of 
tho tiaitors, their metropolis was placed at our 
mercy, they used the last moments of their 
waning power to perform this murderous deed. 
In future ages, those who read the full history 
of the conspiracy will wonder whether tho au- 
thors of the rebel atrocities belonged to the 
human race of the nineteeth century, or were 
infernal spirits of wickedness and depravity. 

As to tho talk about our being surprised, noth- 
ing could be more false. If the enemy bad sent 
us word where and when they would attack, we 
could Dot have been better prepared. 

Gen. Grant. 

We wonder whether Gen. Grant wishes to 
have it understood, that, if the rebels had sent 
word when and where they wonld attack, he 
himself would have been at Savannah, nine 
or ten miles off. 

tlT Jeff. Davis published an address to the 
rebel hosts at Yorktown, announcing that he 
would take command of thorn in person, and 
giving them to understand that the fortunes 
of the Southern Confederacy depended upon 
their maintenance of their position. But he 
staid in Richmond, and in ten days they were 
in full flight. 

*3-It is said that Gen. McClellan, in an- 
ticipation of the rebels’ retreat from their 
Yorktown intrcnchments, wanted McDowell’s 
division to be sent to Gloucester Point and 
across the York river to Williamsburg to in- 
tercept their flight, but his wishes were not 
complied with. If they had been, the whole 
rebel army would have been captured. 

*3" We used to hear Fourth of July ora- 
tions proclaiming in florid language what the 
people of the United States were capable of 
doing. But our people, within the last few 
mouths, have, in the rapidity and brilliancy 
and greatness of their achievements, far more 
than justified the wildest boast ever uttered in 
their behalf.

Preparations for the Wounded — While 
• he citizens cf Louisville and Cincinca i have 
been busy in extending facilities for the reception 
of wounded soldiers from the 8oatb, we are glad 
to learn that the Government has not bean inac- 
tive. Surgeon Wirter, of the United Stato Ar- 
my, about a month ago was detailed on special 
duty by General Halleck, to estab’ish a nunber 
of hospitals on the Ohio river, between I/>uis- 
ville and Cairo. This officer has succeeded in ob- 
ta iling a large Dumber of bjildings in various 
towns in Indiana, &c , and thero aie, we learn, 
seven large bill lings in and abjut Evansville 
re dy for the xeerption of tho sick. At Evans- 
viJj three hxpitvls, containing nearly 400 bed- 
each, are ia full operation, but b*side these, va- 
cant hospitals aro read/ at Terre Haute Vincen- 
nes, Henderson, Mt. Vernon, and Newbarg, ca- 
pable of accommodating over 3 000 men, and this 
number can be doubled at ary time. These hos- 
pitals are pleasantly located < n the Ohio or other 
navigable streams, and the citizens are cnergeti 
call y at work providing them with various com 
forts. 8o our bravo soldierp at Pittsburg Land 
ing and other points may learn with gratitude 
that they will bj well provided for when their 
day of sorrow and trial shall arrive. 

Rebel Desperation —Two gentlemen wbo 
left New Orleans recently and came up the Mis- 
sissippi river leisurely state that the entire valley 
between New Orleans and Memphis is one vast 
bonfire from the destruction of the property of the 
rebels. All along the river and its tributaries, 
the work of destruction is complete. Wherever 
or whenever the least objections are mado to the?e 
proceedings on the part of the planters, the Con- 
federate gunboats go up and complete the ruin. 
But few, however, have objected. At Memphis 
the cotten has been piled on the bluff, 
ready to bo ignited at the approach 
the Federal forces, and the sugar and 
molasses also have been placed in a position 
to be precipitated into the river on ths same oc- 
currence. All the inhabitants along the river 
are retiring into the interior, Having their homes 
and all their property, as they say the Fidsral 
gunbmts can easily desire y everything, but that 
in the interior they can resist ard fight them off 
We have every reason to b.lieve that this in- 
formation is correct, rs it comes to us from a 
source which we do not feel at liberty to dis- 
credit.

Ander?on Gray, of Co. A, Twenty-reventh Regi- 
ment Kentucky Infantry, has deemed it his duty 
to resign his command ard retire from the service.

IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENTS. 

Washington, May 5. 

The recent vi it of the French Minister to Rich- 
mond has occasioned some p?culatfan on the part 
<>f tho public, but nothing l»ke what its extraor- 
dinary character woul 1 have justified among a 
people more ‘killed in Statecraft than ours Sir’i 
in event could not have i ccurred under like cir- 
cumstances in Europe without absorbing the at- 
tention of all th? cabinet?, aid loading to im- 
mediate explanations on the pari of those en- 
gaged. Suppose, fi>r iostance, Ireland in a state 
'»f rebellion, and the French Minister at St. 
Jaraet>’a vhitiog the hsadquurtera of the insur- 
gents iu tho midst of the fray. Would not Eng- 
land know wh} 1 he wen*; at all events, before he 
’•*tnrp»‘d and mnewel his amicable relation to tho 
English government? 

lbo sptculatio is of your con'eraporarics on M. 
Merci*r s vi it have, so far, been extremely su- 
perficial and absurd. His mbsion bad a far deep- 
er irrp >rt than any one has yet publicly indicat'd, 
and it h well to let the pe* pie have a correct idea

The answer i9 thi ; To es-nreihe 
rebel i that the Emperor of the French d^es not 
recognize them as a Forcer among (he nation.’, that 
England aid France, by recognizing them as bel- 
ligerents, did all that could be expected on the 
part of ueu'ral Government'; that (he blockade 
of their ports is effectual; that thy are fairly 
beaten arms, and their independence <is a nation 
mposeiblf; that a continuance of hostilities, by j 
the threatened destruction of the cotton and to- j 
bacco crops of tbeir citizens, would only be wan- i 
ton injury to the crmmerce of the world, irjur- I 
g France and Ergland even more than the i 
United Stater; and that a resort to guerilla war- 
fare, as proposed, when their armies are destroy- 
ed, would demoralize society, aud be simply a re- 
turn to barbariem. 

The rebels have b*on admonished, therefore, 
that a cessa'um of hostilities is a duty they owe, ! 
themselves arid to the world , which all eivil’Z »d J 
nations will unite in requiring of them. 

At the same time, to save their honor and their ! 
existence as a free people, the French Emperor 
has assured them that civilized Europe will not 
app ove the enforcement of any hara tetms on 
them by the Uoited States; that their society 
shall not be disorganiz-d, tbeir industry shall not 
bo overtbrowr; their families shall not be impov- 
erished by geueral and indiscriminate conflfcition 
of their property; and that Mr. Lincoln’s admin- 
istration will be held to a faithful observance of 
the programme with which he appealed to Europe 
* r forbearance at the outbreak of the rebellion, 
to-wi’: A restoration of the Union on the basis of 
the Constitution, with the inherent rights of all 
the States preserved 

The adoption by Congress of Mr. Lincoln’s pjli- 
cy of gradual and voluntary emancipation by the 
slave States themselves, with the co-cperatnn of 
tho National Government, satisfies the consciences 
of European Got ernments, and the immediate 
overthrow cf the institutions of the South by Na- 
tional power is condemntd on the same grounds 
as they condemn the destruction of the present 
crops i f cotton and tobacco by the rebels them- 
selves. It is contrary to the highest interests of 
commerce, civilization, and trne philanthropy. 

That M. Mercier would not make an important 
communication to the rebel Confederacy without 
instruction of the Emperor is certain. That tbo 
Emperor would not have such communication 
made w ithout the knowledge aud consent of the 
President and Mr. Seward is also certain. It fol- 
Iowp, that the mission of M Mercier to the Con- 
federate Government is a voluntary effort of the 
Emperor of the French for the restora ion of the 
Unior, on the basis laid down by the President 
and Mr. Seward, and gloriously vindicated by tbo 
armies of the Uoion. The President could not 
but consent at d approve of M. Mercier ’s commu- 
nication, became it involved no armistice on our 
part, no abatement cf the demands of the Uoited 
States Government for the uncnDditiooal submis- 
sion of therebcl ioD, but eustained the President 
in his defence of tho Constitution and Union In 
their original spirit, letter, and integrity. 

When M Mercier returned from making his 
communication at Richmond most significant 
event" followed. He was borne to Washington 
on a French war vessel, the deck of which is the 
‘coil cf Franco.” This is the first time in his- 
tory of the close meeting of the two sovereign- 
ties. The President and Mr. Seward received M. 
Mercier at the Navy Yard r n hi9 approach to the 
Capito’ — a distinguished honor — and when the 
President stepped on the deck cf the Gassendi, 
be was welcomed by a salute equal in honor to 
thataccoided to the Emperor That was not ft 
tribute to the bead of a dismember* d country, 
but to the chosen ruler cf one of the first powers 
of the world, tried in the crucible of war and 
found triumphant. Within a c*ay cr two after 
the return to Washington, the Ambassador of 
Francs is entertained at dinner in noble etjle by 
the Secretary of State, and the President and ki3 
Premier exhibit that remarkable serenity which 
says to all the world, “We are maiters of lb* 
position.” 

On the other hand, the visit cf M Mercier to 
Richmond is followed by disaster and dismay for 
the rebels. Their Congress adjourns precipitately, 
leaving numerous communications from Jeff Da- 
vis, whom they call “their President," unopened 
on their table. They adjourn when the fate of 
tbeir rebellion, for weal or woe. is within two 
weeks of final decision. They leave in tuch cm- 
fusion and haste, that the rebel papers of Rich- 
mond mock them for cowards and fugi'ives that 
ill never return. The next result ia the aban- 
donment of Yorktown by Generals Lee and Jo. 
Jobnston, the best point for defence in ths South- 
ern Confederacy, and ths retreat, in tumult aDd 
disorder, of tha best army that Jeff Davis has 
bad in the field. The reason y, they are hope- 
less ard demoralized. They have no future, and 
cannot fight except for the mere relief of escap- 
ing the shame of discomfi'ure in death. 

On the dispersion of the armies of Gens Jo. 
Johnston ard Beauregard, which Jeff. Davis can 
neither accelorate nor prevent — for he is no longer 
the shadow of a power — the rebellion will be 
ended, and the Union restored on ths basis orig- 
inally prescribed by Presidont Lincoln, and en- 
forc'd on the insurgents by the French Govern- 
ment as a poli ical and international necessity. 
The war will ceas*; Southern industry will not be 
overthrown, but giadually regenerated; the pres- 
ent cotton crop, and increased future cropp, will 
enrich the commerce and manufacturers of the 
United States and the world, and F’rance will 
sharo in the glory of the rchievement. 

Each hour cf the immediate future, as it comes, 
will reveal but new confirmation of this leading 
of the State craft which is closing tho rebePim, 
and so settling It as to leave as few traces of its 
existercs as possible in the future domestic and 
foreign relations of the National Union.

Affairs in the Mountains — We have been 
shown a letter from private source®, giving a very- 
interesting account of matters in the Eastern and 
Southeastern portion of the State. The letter 

says: 

•‘Well, yen have no idea of the state of affairs 
in the part of Virginia bordering on here. 1 have 
seen a large number of refugees, who aie daily 
coming into Kentucky, seeking labor. The poor 
fellows, how I pity thorn* Men who at home were 
well to do, wandorers from their homes and fami- 
lies. They tell me that in the counties of 
Buchanan, Wise, Scott, and several others near 
our borders, not less than three thousand men 
have left their homes on account of the militia 
law, which compels everv white man between 
the ages of seventeen and farty-tive to serve in 
the army. Oi the day on which the Wise coun- 
ty militia was called oat to bo mustered into tho 
service, only fourteen men responded! In Bachan- 
an county, Humphrey Marshall attended in per- 
son on the day of the muster. He ordered them 
all into lino, anl those who would not volunteer, 
he summarily drafted, as he called it, by ordering 
them to fall into the line of those voluntarily en- 
listed. All the men coming in say they are 
Union. A new regiment of Virginians (for us) 
is now being formed near Piketon. From what 
these men say, the state of affairs must be terri- 
ble in this part of Virginia 
“Quite a skirmish took place in Buchanan co., 
Va., on Tuesday last (22d Apri ) Harvey Chil- 
ders, at the head of 40 men, Virginians and Pike 
county men, wont over to Buchanan and sur- 
prised a camp of eighty' rebels. They came upon 
them early ia the morning, taking them com- 
pletely by surprise, killiog 9ix and wounding 
numbers, taking all their gnus, a number of 
har6es, and several prisoners, who hive jott been 
brought to this town and are now lodged in an 
adj doing room to this. 

'‘Colonel Marshall has also ceme down. He 
has resigned his commission on account of bis 
bodily atlflctions. 

“Colonel Craner has the command up here, and 
is much liked. The Sandy c uitry ii in a lam- 
entable condition. 

“Every few days we can bear (f tome Union 
man being ehot in some one or other of the coun-

Baltimore, May 8. 

The following i« from the American’s account 
of the battle at W illiamabnrp: 

The battle before Williamsburg on Monday was 
most warmly contoeted engagement. Owing 
to the roughness of the country and bad condi- 
tion of the roads, bat a small portion of onr troops 
crald be bronchi into ec’ion. 

General Sicklea’e Excelsior Brigade, and Gene- 
ral Hooker *8 Division bore the brant of the hit- 
*1’, and fonghtmost gallantly throughout, though 
grea’ly overpowered by numbers and the superior 
position end earthworks of tbo enemy. 

The approaches to their earthwork* were through 
a eeries of ravines and swamps, while rain fall in 
torrents throughout the dav. The men had also 
been lving on tbeir arms all the previous night in 
a wood, and wero soaked wlih the rain and chilled 
with cold. 

The battle raged from early in the morning till 
three o’clock in the afternoon, when General 
McClellan arrived with fresh troops and relieved 
the division of Colonel Hookor, who were nearly 
prostrate with fatigue. 

The Third Excel' ior regiment of God. Sickles’ 
brigade had its ranks terribly thinned by the 
balls of the enemy. Not lass than two hundred 
were killed and wounded. They are represented 
as having fought with much bravery. 

After the arrival of McClellan, the enemy were 
fieicely charged upon by Hancock's brigade, and 
were driven witbin tbeir works before nightfall, 
with heavy loss. Nearly 700 of their d ?ad were 
left on tLe field, with many wounded, though 
most of the latter were carried into Williamsburg. 
Oar lots was less than 300 killed, and about 700 
wounded. Night came on, and we occupied tho 
• attle- field f ho enemy having been driven with- 
in his work 4 *), and our forces laid on their arm*, 
prepared to storm tho works in the morning. 

On Tbuesday morning General McClellan sent 
out scouts whilst preparing to move on the ene- 
my’s works, who soon reported that he had again 
taken flight during the night. The works of the 
enemy and the city of Williamsburg were then 
taken. 

Fort Magruder was a most ex’ensive work, ca- 
pable of prolongel defense, but the enemy had 
abandoned it oarly in the night, retreating in the 
greatest alarm and confusion, as described by a 
faw negroes whom they found in the town. A 
large number of wagons, munitions, and a consid- 
erable store of provisions, were fouud in the town, 
and tho road wa 3 strewn for miles with arms and 
accou’rements. A number of deserters also made 
their escape and cime within our lines, who 
sta’ed that they had received intelligence that 
arge numbers of Federal troops w*re landing on 
York river above Williamsburg to fl ink ‘thorn. 

The Second New Hampshire Regiment had 1G 
killed. 66 wounded, and 23 mis?ing. The loss of 
the Second Michigan Retioaent, Col. Poe com- 
manding, is as follows ;

Washington, May 8. 

SENATE. 

The resolution impeaching Jndgs Humphreys 
was received, from the House, and referred to a 
solcct committee consisting of Messrs. Foster, 
Doolittle, and Davis. 

The bill establishing a port of ontry at Hilton 
Head, South Carolina, was received from the 
House and passed. 

Mr. Wright presented a petition from citizens 
of Florida, asking for a confiscation bill. 

The bill making appropriations for deficiency 
in the payment of volunteers was taken up. 

After a debate relative to the number of men 
now in the army, the bill passed. 

The bill' limiting the number of Brigadier and 
M?j or- Generals was passed. Mr. Hale’s amend- 
ment was rej'Cted. it limits tbo number of Ma- 
j ^r-GeneralV to thirty, and Brigadier- Generals to 
two hundred. 

Mr. Sumner offered a resolution tbat it was iu 
expedient ihat victories cbiaioed over our own 
citizens be placed on the regimental colors of the 
regiments of the United States. 

The bill establishing the department cf agri- 
culture was taken up ar.d passed. 

After debate the queeticn was tiken on Foster’s 
substitute, making a bureau of agriculture in the 
Department of the Interior. Lost by a vote of 
18 against 18. 

The bill, as reported to the Senato, passed by a 
vote of 25 to 13. 

The bill for the appointment of mediol store- 
keepers was amended so as to authorize the Pres 
ident to appoint chaplains for hospitals, and 
passed. 

Mr. DoodGle called up bis bill lo collect tax on 
lands in insurrectionary districts. He explained 
its provisions, when the bill was postpoued until 
to- morrow. 

The bill for tie education of colored children in 
the District of Columbia, providing a tax of 10 
per cent from the colored residents therefor, was 
taken up. 

Mr. WilfOD, of Massachusetts, moved a new 
section, making all persons of color in ti e Dis- 
trict amenabb to the said laws as white. 
Adopted. 

The amendment repeals the black code of the 
District oa the passage of the bill. No quorum 
voted. 

Mr. Holt introduced a bill to abolish the office 
of the Marshal of the District of Columbia, and 
establish that of the sheriff. 

Mr. Grimes presented the petition of General 
Sigel and other German officers asking for a Gere 
man Profts worship at West Point, and recom 
mending Reinhaldt Solder for the tffice.

The Iowa contested election case was taken np. 
It involves the 'i iestion whether a meralur of 
Congress can hold a seat and a commission in the 
army at the same time, ar.d refers especially to 
Vandevere, wbo commands a regiment. 

On motion of Mr. Washburn it was posiponed 
till the first Wednesday in December. 

The bill organizing the Territorial government 
of Arizonia was tak*m np and passed.

The Navy Department has received despatches 
from Com. Dupont to-day, dated Port Royal, 31 
ult., giving interesting particulars of an expedi- 
tion on the 28th of April with the steamer Hale 
to capture a battery on Grumball’s plantation, 
near the junction of Dawso Papaw aod South 
EdUto rivers. It appears that the enemy opened 
fire on the Ilale whon within 1,800 yards, and 
continued their fire as she wound her way to en- 
gage thorn at close quarters, but when she reached 
the east bend and was making a straight course 
for the battery tbo rebels fled in baste. Lieut. 
Gills landed with a party of men to destroy it. 
The work was about three hundred and fifty 
3 'ards from the river bank, and mounted two 
24- pounders on excellent field carriages. So 
rapid was the flight of the rebels that one gun 
was left loaded and primed. The Hale returned 
to ber anchorage without having a man injured. 

Another report details the p-oceediogs at Bull’s 
Bay. The St. Nickles crossed the bar wi h the 
Onward on the 7th ult. and anchored within five 
hurdred yards of the light-house, on Bowles’s 
Island, aDd opened fire on a small work situated 
about fifty yards southward of the light- house. 

Shortly after he landed in bis boats, covered by 
the guns of the Onward, the rebels fired upon the 
party, and fled from the island to the main land 
witboot waiting an attack. 

The Onward now has complete command of the 
channel, so that no vessels can go either in or out. 

On the 31 inst. Lieutenant-Commanding Nick- 
olson, of the Isaac Smith, ( ben stationed at St. 
Augustine, having heard that & schooner bad 
come in over the Mantanzas bar. some eighteen 
milos to the sonthward. despatched three armed 
boato. together with a detachment of thirty- five 
men from Col. Ball’s command, to capture her, 
which was done, and the schooner brought up to 
St. Augustine. 

The vessel was called the Empire Citv. She 
had a register, from which we learned that she 
cleared from Nassau, N. P., for St. JohDs, N. F , 
with a cargo of provisions, dry goods, medi- 
cinal, &c. 

Ia consideration cf the fact that the citi- 
zens of St. AngnMine were without the necessa- 
ries of lfe, and with ro means of getting them, 
Lieut. Nicholson sold a portion of the cargo by 
auction. 

The gunboat Kerbama. on the 31sfa captured 
the R. C. Fields off Mobile, while she was at- 
tempting to nm the blockade. The Field* was 
leaded wi’h cotton. She was sent to Key West.

Confederate army, who has returned to said cor- 
poration as a spy or agent of said Confederacy, or 
any person engaged in the same, or shall use any 
language calculstrd in its nature to deter, or em- 
barrass any citizen, from being or becoming a 
loyal citizen of the United 8 ates: A violation of 
this act shall be a high mi-demeanor, and, upon 
conviction before the Recorder or said corporation, 
eball forfeit ard pay a fine of not lees than $2o 
U >r more than $80. 

Sec. 3. It shall be and Is hereby made the 
rpeoial duty of the City Marshal, bis deputies 
and each of the night police, to diligently inquire 
Into all violations of the first section of this act, 
awl arrest and take before the Recorder for trial

Sir : While official doty does Dot require, offi- 
cial propriety does oot preclude, my reporting to 
you the gallant oonduct of the brave officers ar d 
wrtdiers of Kentucky under my command in the 
great battle of 8hilob, on the 7th inst., I have 
made an cfficial report to Brig.- Gen. Tboa. L. 
Crittenden, which von will eee when published. 
But I have deemed It proper to make a more spe- 
cial Statement to j'OU of the conduct of the Ken- 
tuckians in my brigade. The 11th brigade, com- 
manded by me at the battle of Shiloh, was com- 
posed of the Ninth regiment Kentncky volun- 
teers, Col. B. C. Grider, the Thirteenth Kentucky 
volunteers, Col E. H. Hobson, and two Ohio 
regiments, the Nineteenth Ohio, Cclonel Beatty, 
and Fifty-ninth Ohio, Colonel Kyffe. After 
a tedious and wearhoma march through 
Tennessee, we reached 8*vanoah on the 
Tennessee river, twelve miles below Pittsburg 
landing, on the afternoon of Sunday, the 6th inst., 
while tb* battle of Pittsburg Landing was in pro- 
gress. Gon. CrktendeD, having reoaived orders 
to move bis t‘ rcaa immediately to the scene of 
sc km, made arrangement for a fleet of steamboats 
to trareport them to Prtsburg Landing. We 
arrived at the L&Lding at near 10 o’clock at nigh*, 
and, so soon as the Meamore were moored to the 
shore, I marched my brigade to a point beyond 
the crest of the hill’ rtove Pittsburg Landing, 
passing with tome (Lfficulty through large bodies 
of the panic stricken eoldiers of Gen. Grant's ar- 
my. I formed in lino of battle in rear of the for- 
ces of Gen. Nelson, and remained on cur arms 
during the night in a drenching rain. The rain 
ceased by daylight. Gen. Nelson moved his di- 
vision soon ’ after daylight toward the left, 
and advanced upon the enemy, making 
a fierce and destiu:tive attack upon them and 
driving them before him. G6U. Crittenden moved 
bis divitloo, including mv brigade, to the centre 
of the line of attack Gan. McCook, with his 
division, occupied the line to rur right Gan. 
Crittend n, with Lis division, moved steadily upon 
the centre, soon engaging the enemy with the 
14'h brigade on my left. Ihe 11th Regiment 
Kentucky Volunteers. Col. Hawkins, ac.d 26 h 
Regiment Kentucky Volunteer.", Lieut. Col. Max- 
well, with an Obio regiment, drove the enemy 
before them, forcing them to leave their guns. 
The enemy befog reinforced returned to their gun?, 
and the 14th brigade having been withdrawn to 
reform, Gen. Crittenden directed me to order up 
the 13;h regiment, Col. E. H. Hcbton. This 
brave and gallant officer responded with alacrity, 
and, at the bead of his regimen*, led them to a fu- 
rious attack upon the enemy, driving them before 
him with great slaughter, and, forcing them to 
desert th*ir guns, captured two pieces of their ar- 
tillery. Col. Hobson, Major Hobson, acting 
Lieut. Cob, and Capt. Towjes, actfog Major, de- 
ported themselves with great coolness and cour- 
age, as did their officers and men. Captains 
Thompson, Duncan, Caldwell, and Adjutant Stu- 
art, and all others departed themselves with 
gallantry and courage. There was a slight recoil 
of the rear line of Col. Hobson’s regiment, caused 
by a remnant of Wisconsin tro pa breaking 
through. No rfficera and men over deported 
t herm el vdo wi»h more steady courage than Col. 
Hobson afcd all his officers and men. The 9th 
Kent uck v, Colonel B. C. Grider, I had older* d 
up to the ltfi to support Captain Mendenhall’s 
battery, and to meet and drive back the enemy 
where they were placed io position by General 
Crittenden. 

The enemy deflecting bis attack to my left in 
direction of Capt. Mendenhall’s battery, Major 
Gen. Buell in person ordered Col Grider to ad- 
vance upon the enemy and engage him. No soon- 
er was the order given than Col. Grider, wirh bis 
ooble regiment, made the attack. The enemy 
mainly concealed awaited his near approach, when 
they let loose upon him a terrible and destructive 
fire. Although many of his officers and men fell 
under the first fire, Col. Grider held his regiment 
steady and advanced upon the enemy, firing into 
them volley upon volley with deadly effect, driv- 
ing them before him, until they fled precipitate 



ly, deserting their guns, four pieces of artillery, 
which were captured by Col. Grider. Some idea 
may be formed cf the fierceness of the conflict. and 



of the unflinching bravery of Col. Grider and his 
men, from the fact that he lost three commission- 
ed officers killed, and ten commissioned rfficers 
wounded, fourteen privates killed and eixty- two 
wounded. Few regiments sustained so heavy a 
loss. Captains Cram. Bailey, Vetter, Austin, Adj’t 
Grider, and Lieut. Underwood, and indoed all of 
his officers and men, with few exceptions, dis- 
played extraordinary courage and determined 
bravery. Our noble old Stato may feel a just 
pride In the conduct of the gallant Colonel Gnder 
and Colonel Hobson and their brave men oa the 
field of Shiloh. Besides the commendable and 
prallant conduct of ray staff mentioned in my offi- 
cial report, 1 ought to .have mentioned to you the 
names of my eecort, all Kentuckians: Sergeant 
8outh, privates Key, McGrew’, G*rcer, and vol- 
unteer eecort Frank Pope, of Louisville, all of 
whom were in the midst of the fight, and dis- 
played the greatest fidelity and oourage. They 
were detailed as my escort, from the cavalry re- 
giment of the gallant • ol. J. S. Jackson, ami are 
worthy specimens of that noble regiment. Soma 
of the fac’s stated in this letter were omitted 
from my report, partly because it was hurriedly 
written, and because the main facts here stated 
are set forth in the reports of the regimental 
commanders, which are referred to as a part of 
my report. 

I thought it would be gratifying to yon and 
the Military Board, and to the loyal people of 
Kentncky, to bear in a special communication 
*ome account of the gallant cor duct of the Ken- 
tuckians at Sbiloh. In speaking of them especial- 
ly here, I would not and do not intend to abate 
in aoy degree the just meed of praise due to the 
nebJe Ohio regiments which constituted one- half 
of my brigade. Col. Beatty, 19th Ohio, and Col. 
Fjff*, 69rb Ohio, contributed to the success on 
the 7th instant, and co-operated with my other 
regiments, and all the men and officers deported 
themselves with courage and gallantry. 

So far as I have beard, all the Kentucky troops 
ergigtd in the battle cf Shiloh displayed great 
coolness and courage, and sustained the ancient 
renown an! glory of the Commonwealth.

Trkaoiiery is New Qbleahs — The tolrgraph 
tells this morning the most deplorable tale ever 
beard in America, or, we believe, in the whole 
world. Two contemptible little steamers have 
come up to ,ho great city of New Orleans — in- 
habited by a population of two hurdred thousand 
souls, defended by miles upon miles of columbiads 
and rifled cannoc, poises.dng six floating batter- 
ies of immense power, and containing within her 
bosom Dot less than thirty thousand disciplined 
troops— and hare ccmmandtd the authorities to 
ban! down the Confederate flag ! As we write, 
there has been n > intelligence of its having been 
hauled dowr; but we are prepared to expect the 
worst. 

Sailing through miles cf the heaviest artillery, 
it does not appear that so much as a single shot 
was fired at the. e two little steamers. On the 
contrary, everything appears to have been pre- 
pared beforehand for their q :iet reception. The 
troops were immediately withdrawn lest they 
might feel disprsed to demur, all the defences on 
the lake were dismantled, the guns were thrown 
down wLliout befog injured, the steamboats that 
apuld have gotten up *t*am in an hour and been 
off, were burned, and the defenders were d/awn 
eff to a distant print. 

Never since to* wotM began was there such a 
transaction — so dark, so myeteriou?, so altogether 
unaccountable. 

The telegraph, thus far, gives a very confused 
account of this most mysterious and doplorable 
affair.

Our Gunboats on the Tennessee — The fol- 
lowing, from the report of Lieut. Commanding 
Gwln, of the United States Gunboat Taylor, ad- 
dressed to Commander Foot, has been received at 
the Navy Department. The report is dated Ham- 
burgh, Tennessee, April 23d: 

Sik: I have to inform you that, on the 21st ult., 

I procot d id as high up on the Tennessee river as 
Florence. Alabama, capturing the steamer Alfred 
Robb, whicn nas been used aa a rebel transport on 
the upper part of this river, Lot having oeen sunk, 
aa we supposed. I found tho rebel boat Dunbar, 
which bad baen used previous to the fall of Fort 
Henry as a gunboat, some distance up Cypress 
Creek, whicn ia two miles below Florence, Ala- 
bama, tuok, the water being above her guards. 
As it was impossible for me to raise her, I burned 
her to the water’s edge. 

I am happy to loform yon that the rebels have 
neither a boat nor a gun on this river. I captured 
thoir best gun at Florence. It is now on board 
the Ladv Foote late, Robb. 1 learned at Florence 
that their bridge was destroyed by order of Gen. 
Beauregard. The inhabitants were very indig- 
nant at such a wanton d etraction.

UNION MEETING IN HARTCOUNTY. 

At a large acd enthusiastic meeting of the Union 
men of Hart county, held at the Court House in 
Muofordville on Mouday, May 6 b, 1862, (Ccuaty 
court day); after a superb American flag bad been 
raised, amidst shouts of tho peopl*; David High- 
baugh E*q , was called to the chair, and James 
H. Compton appointed recretary. 

Tho objects of the meeting being explained by 
James A. DawtoD, in a few appropriate remarks, 
the following gentlemen were appointed a com- 
mittee to draft resolutions, to wit: V. Garvin, 8. 
C. Lafferty, Philip Maxey, W. S. Coats, P. L. 
Maxey, R. W. Comp: on. L P. Wright, Wm. 
Gibson, and Jos. Reynolds. During the absence 
of the committee, the meeting was addressed by 
Dr. P. J. Connelly, with fine effec*, followed by 
Tom Crutcher. 

The committee reported the following preamble 
and resolutions which were adopted by acclama- 
tion. 

Whereas, We have just passed through the 
most ©ventful year in the history of this Republic, 
in which events, astouoding as they are heinous, 
have been developed in this, that whilst we had 
by inheritance from our fathers (at the cost of 
their blood), the beat government the world has 
ever known, which vouchsafes to etch and 
every citiz9n perfect liberty, aod guarantees him 
full and ample protection in all his rights, civil 
and political, justly acquiring for our country tho 
titles of “The land of the Free,” and “The Asy- 
lum for the Oppressed;” a country unrivalled in 
prosperity, and a government wHch merited the 
warmeft affection and support of every citizen, 
and challenged the admiration of the world, save 
onlv tyrants and despo.s, who tremble at its 
greatness, and yet there has arisen a faction of 
almost colos8.il proportions, thooljeot of which 
ia to divide, distract, disrupt, and annihilate that 
government and subvert Its institutions, and 
which, by seditious appeals to the passions and 
prejudices of the people of one section in utter 
disregard of all law, human or divine, and des- 
pite the claims of patriotism, has involved the 
country in a most sanguinary fraternal war, 
which has bsen. and is still bring pros- 
ecuted by the rebels in a manner 
which outstrips the annals of savage barbarity, 
disregarding alike national, State, and individual 
rights; having invaded our own State and coun- 
ty, and brought upon us all tho desolation and 
ruin possible; murdering, plundering, and robbing 
our citizans; and attempting, in utter disregard of 
our thrice expressed will by force of arms, to in- 
volve us io the mad whirlpool of treison and re- 
bellion: And whereas, there are those dow 

among 9 t us who counsellor! and advised tho in- 
vasion oi our State, and delighted to aid the in- 
vaders in their efforts to tear cs from the Govern- 
ment we lev*; who seconded, aided, and assisted 
them in their deeds of theft and murder in our 
midst, acd who still sympathize with, and would 
gladly render them Bimilarcid; and some of these, 
too, occupy positions of honor, trust, and profit, 
conferred upon them at oar bands when their 
patriotism was unsuspected; and others amongst 
us have shown, by their actions and their words, 
that they aro fo favor of the so called Confederate 
Government and against that of the Union : And 

whereas, we deem it our high privilege and duty 
to announce our foelings and purposes in regard to 
this rebellion and its coadjutors — Therefore, 
Resolved, That wo are unalterably attached to 
the Government cf the Uaited States, and to its 
institutions, and regard the action of those now 
in rebellion against it, and eeekfog its overthrow, 
as utterly without cause and unnatural acd 
wickod in the extreme. 

Resolved, That, having rebelled against the 
Government without came, and taken up arms 
for its overthrow, we can bat regard the movers 
and co workers in this rebellion as traitors of the 
deepest dye; and whilst wo pity the unsuspecting 
and misguided masses who have been overreached 
by the duplicity »nd wiles of the designing lead- 
ers, and would gladly have an amnesty granted 
them upon tha only condition that they ground 
their arms aud return to their allegiancoj wo de- 
mand, in the name of even handed justice, that 
the real conspirators *hall be made to pay the 
penalty annexed to their crimes. 

Resolved, That whilst we are in favor of |i«r- 
fect freedom of thought, epeech, and action bs- 
icg accorded to every freeman, yet we hold it a 
truism that no man has a right to epeak or act in 
tucb a manner aa to bring the rights of others 
in jeopardy — therefore, that no man fo this gov- 
ernment may rightfully aid the onomios of the 
country, whether by word or deed. 

Resolved , That we aro unwilling that those 
who have c^ureriled, aided, abetted, or counte 
nance d the inrarion of cur State by the rebels, 
or who sympatlizs with them in their effort to 
destroy and subvert our institutions shall hold 
an}' position of trust, honor, or profit which the 
people may of right bestow; and, as this is i du- 
bitably the feeling of an overwhelming majority 
of the people of this county, we do hereby i- vite 
all such, who now hold elective offices therein, to 
resign, that their places may be filled by the men 
of tne people’s choice. 

Resolved, That we utterly condemn the course pur- 
sued by the abolitionists ia Congress, and regard 
them os allies and coworkors with the rebels in 
their efforts to destroy the Government; and in 
our opinion the salvation of the country and the 
perpetuity of our institutions demand that aboli- 
tionism and secession be buried in one common 
grave. That one of our gravest causes of complaint 
against the Southern States is the fact of their 
having withdrawn their delegation from Con- 
gress, loaving tho radicals of the North to con- 
summate their nefarious schemes, in defiance of 
the Con8titu ion anti laws of the land. 

Resolved, That we, the Union men of Hart 
county, believe that secession Is no remedy for the 
disquietude that now exists, but that the only 
remedy is ia the Union as it existed; that re- 
dress must be obtained io, not out, of the Union. 
We endorse the acts of our representatives in 
Congress, and have an abiding confidence in their 
ability and honesty to represent fully the interest 
aud loyalty of Kentucky. 

Resolved That we are opposed to the emanci- 
pation of slave*; that we disapprove of the act 
emancipating the slaves in the District of Co- 
lumbia, and also of the confiscation bill at present 
bsfore Congress. 

H. A Hedges introduced the following: 
Whereas, It is imp riant that the boatmen 
be selected to till the various county offices, and 
it ia desirable that harmony and good feeling bo 
maintained amongst the Union men of the county, 
and there being sevoral candidates already an- 
nounced for some of the offices, therefore, 

Resolved, That a mass convention of the Union 
raea of the county be called to meet at tho court- 
house at Muofordville, on the first Monday of 
June next, for the purpose of nominating candi- 
dates for the various county offices, and that each 
voting district is hereby urged to send a full rep- 
resentation, so that the choice of the people may 
be ascertained. 

To which H. M. Shuffelt, E e q , offered the fol- 
lowing amendment, “ihat in holding district 
meetings, notice of the holding should be given, 
and that said meeting ■» should be held on different 
days,” which was adopted as amended. 

The following resolutions were also adopted: 
Resolved , That in our judgment it ia expedient 
to hold a convention for the nomination of candi- 
dates for the Fourth Judicial District, and we 

suggest B’twling Green as the plaos, and the 

day of June, 89 an appropriate time for holding 
said conventior, and if called, that V. Garvin, 
H. A. Hedges, P. J. Connelly, P. L. Maxey, K. 
JamisoD, L P. Wright, R. W. Compton, Jo eph 
Keasinger, Ja9. A. Dawson, and aoy other Union 
men of the county are hereby appointed delegatee 
thereto. 

Resolved, That the Louisville Journal ar.d 
Democrat be and they are hereby requested to 
publish the proceedings of this meeting.

The folic wing, dated Yoiktowo, May 8, at ten 
o'clock, is tskon from the correspondence of the 
American of this city, as I close my letter : The 
latest intelligence received from the field of bat- 
tle is, that Gen. McClellan has come up with the 
enemy about eight miles beyond Williamsburg, 
and after a pretty severe skirmish with his rear, 
has agaia put him to flight across the Chicka- 
h mfog. A large additiocaUnumber of prisoners 
have been taken, including macy deserter 1 , who 
report that they have had cothing to eat but a 
few hard biscuit for 48 hours, ard whon brought 
In fell down in a state of exhaustion. Heavy 
cimonadirp could be heard by the boats coming 
down the river at an early hour this morning. 
Nothing as to results is v«t ascertained. 

There is up doubt but tha whole army of Lae, 
Johnson, acd Magrudcr ure ia a state of utter 
disorganization, And, under the rapid pursuit of 
McClellan, are fleeing with great precipita’ion, 
with the intention of making a stand anywhere, 
and, unless they reach Richmond ia boats by way 
of JAines river, they will certainly be intercepted 



and captured by the forces landing at West Point. 

Not less than fifty steamers are engaged in 
transporting the balance of tho army to We t 



Point. A large number of prisoners are arriving 
there ard others are constantly being brought in. 

On Monday the enemy took about eighty of enr 
men prisoners and captured one of the Pennsyl- 
vania batteries, having first killed all the horses. 
They having but a small support of iofantry, 
were overwhelmed by a superior force and were 
compelled to abandon their gone, but, before the 
close of the day, this battery, with one of the 
enemy’s, WA3 recaptured by General McCi* Han, 
and t he prist ners they baJ takin were found in 
Williamsburg the next day, ongaged in attending 
tbe wounded of the enemy left behind. 

The retreat of the enemy was accompanied 
by too much confusion and haste to be troubled 
with prisoners. 

Latest — I have just learned that the enemy 
have destroyed all the bridges across tbe Cbicka- 
horafog, and that Gen. McClellan is resting his 
army on this side. It will be remembered that 
tbe Chitkahoming runs parallel with the Jamea 
river, into which it enters. It is the general im- 
pression that Gen. McClellan has now got the 
enemy just where he wants them. 

Fortress Monroe, May 7. 

President Lincoln arrived here this morning 
and spect the day with Gen. Wool— this P. M. 
ho virited Newport News to see Gen. Mansfiold 
and to have a clear view of the Morrimac, which 
bas been lviog off Craney Idand all the P. M. 
for the purpose, no doubt, of preventing onr gun- 
boats from running op the James river. She 
made no attempt to come out. 

The Gaorge Peabcdy arrived bore from Hatter- 
os to-day, and started immediately for New 
York. 

No news has transpired.

Washington, May 7 

A despatch from New Y’ork, with information 
brought by tbe Columbia of the capture of New 
Orleans, was received in the Senate this afier- 
noon during the debate upon the citv railroad bill. 
It was well received, and Senator McDougal im- 
mediately moved a vote of thanks to Commodore 
Farragut and General Butler, sayfog to tho Sen- 
ators that their recognition of such important 
services should be as prompt as their gratitude 
was hearty. Parliamentary rule required the 
unanimous consent to entertain tbe moifon, and 
some Senator objected, so that Me D jugal’s gen- 
erous purpose was temporarily defeated. 

About thirty contrabands arrived here lo-dav, 
mostly from Virginia, and are quartered in Duff 
Ureon’s R »w, which was once a fashionable block 
cf residences. Poople from all parta of the coun- 
try resort there to hire contraband j to help. The 
free Dogroes and other libcrara of tbe District are 
somewhat disturbed bv the influx which can be 
hired for almost nothing, but the Government 
having thu article thrown upon its hands must 
dispose of it in tbe readiest manner possible. 

The Times’ editorial correspondence fiom Y »rk- 
towD says General Fraoklin went up the York 
liver yesteidav, acd 1 hear this morning that 
Geceral Sedgwick had also embarked at York- 
town aud will join Franklin this morning. They 
are expected io march from the York liver to a 
place called New Kent, on the road between Wil- 
liamsburg aod Richmond, and thus cat eff the 
rebels’ retreat. We hear no firing this morcing. 
It is now 9 o’clock, from which we infer that !be 
rebols withdrew durfog the night or else that our 
troops are awaiting tbe arrival of Franklin and 
Sedgwick in their r«ar. 

If the rebels stand where they are, they will 
find themselves botwoon two formidable armies, 
and compelled to cut their way through one of 
them or io surronder at discretion. 

I am inclined to think they will cross the 
Cbickahoming Creek and destroy tbe bridges ard 
ferry so as prevent pursuit. This seems to be the 
only way in which they can hope to save aoy 
portion o? their army. It is barely possible tha* 
we may have baid fighling yet; but the general 
opinion is that the enemy will escape in tho way 
ind'o.ited, and that Gen. McClellan cm advance 
upon Richmond without any very formidable op- 
position.

Cairo, May 7. 

Our city was thrown into a state of ferment 
and excitement last evening, by a report that 
Puducah had been capture!. It turned out to hi 
a big tcare. Some of Curtis’ cavalry, out on a 
recormoisance from Fort Heimar, encountered 
some of Clay King’s rebel cavalry. It was re- 
ported that he had captured about two hundred of 
our men. Some of c ur men escaped and came 
into Paducah, and r* ported that Clay King fol- 
lowed them to the edge of the town. General 
Stror g immediately sent two rogimenls toroin- 
force Col. Noble. 

Tbe steamer Liberty passed by hero to-day 
without stopping. Gen. Strong at onco sent a 
steamer after her and placed the efficers ueder ar- 
rest. It was a mi. understanding on the part of 
tho Captain. Ho landtd some coal barges about 
a mile above towD, and was on his way to get 
some empty barges. Hii employers are furnish- 
ing coal to the Government. 

Nothing of importatce to day from tho Tennes- 
see river. Skirmishes still continue hot ween our 
advance pickets and those of the enemy. Some 
of our cavalry iu:dj a charge on some rebel pick- 
ets and drove them back, and discovered, as thoy 
supposed, on the opposite side of the creek, two 
pieces of artillery; but when they captured them 
they turned out to be wooden ones. 

Our forces are still oa the advance. 

No tidings yet of Mr. Rodman. It is supposed 
he was ciptured by some of King’s forces, as they 
are known to be in that vicinity. 

The river is falling very fast here. The Illi- 
nois Central will run cars in here on Monday, as 
the water has fallen enfficiently to fepair Vhtir 
track.

Hints on the Potato Disease. — From 
an elaborate article in a recent number of the 
Journal of the West of England Society, on 
the potato culture, from tho pen of Dr. Lang, 
in which many carious and importaqt truths 
are discussed, the following may be regarded 
as conclusions deduced from his treatment of 
the whole subject: 

1 . The desirability of early planting in dry, 
clean, and well-prepared ground. 

2 That white potatoes are least liable to 
the disease, and therefore to be preferred to 
tho colored sorts. 

3. That the soil in no case produces or in- 
fluences tbe disease. 

4. That the disease is of a fungoid charac- 
ter, investing many varieties of plants and in- 
creased in activity by atmospheric causes. 

5. That all heterogeneous manures are in- 
jurious. 

6. That lime and salt, mixed in the propor- 
tion of eight tuns of lime with three hundred 
weight of common salt, is the best manure; 
und this is the proportion used to tho acre. 

7. That potatoes that ripen earliest should 
bo exclusively grown. 

8. That as soon as the disease appears, 
earthing up tho stalks repeatedly with fine 
earth from the centre of the trench is the 
only effectual preventive to its ravages. To 
this operation tho author consequently attaches 
the greatest importance. 

9. That when exhumed, sunlight appears to 
arrest the progress of the murrain, and pre- 
vents the further decomposition of the tuber. 

Without committing ourselves to all the 
above statements and suggestions, some of 
which are, wo think, doub'ful or open to well- 
founded objections, the attentive reader will 
find much useful material for thought, which, 
if carefully considered, cannot fail to impart 
valuable aid in coming to sound crncluti ms, 
as far as our confessedly limited and imperfect 
knowledge will as yet permit, on this very im- 
portant and equally difficult subject.
